The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art disclose the method of scanning and downloading information (see 
cited references). However, the prior art fails to disclose the method of downloading 
program information comprising the steps of: 

printing a machine recognizable feature within a printed catalog; 

scanning the machine recognizable feature of the printed catalog; and 

transmitting data associated with the machine recognizable feature via a 
communication link to access the programming material, wherein the programming 
material is related to the printed catalog; and 

as recited in claims 262, 265, 268, 351, 354, 356, and 360.
